Person receiving social security 
check exempt from garbage fee

Elba Mayor Fred Moore an- 
nounced Tuesday he had received an 
Attorney General opinion exempting 
those who receive their income sole- 
ly from social security benefits from 
having to pay garbage pick-up fees. 

The copy of the opinion was for- 
wardéd to Elba officials from the 
Southern Alabama Regional Council 
on Aging. 

Moore stated the law was appar- 
ently amended sometime in 1990 to 
allow all cities and counties to make 
garbage pick-up fees mandatory 
This amendment carried one sen- 
lence exempting “persons whose 


sole income is derived from social 
security benefits,” 

After checking with League of 
Municipalities officials and the city 


atlorney, the Elba City Council is 


presently formulating plans to imme- 
diately implement this policy. 


Mayor Moore said the city coun- 
cil will adopt guidelines for Elba cit- 
izens who might be exempt under 
the law and their utility bills will re- 
flect the lowered rates immediately 


upon their signing the proper, ap- 
proved forms, , 


He added that city hall employees 
can't start accepting exeption request 
until the city council has established 
a legal procedure, This is expected

Voters in Elba will once again 
return to the polls Tuesday, Sep. 
tember 15, to decide the winner in 
the mayor's race, 

As a result of the election held 
on August 25, the field of five, vy- 
ing for the Mayor of Elba, was nar- 
rowed to two - Ricky Haywood and 
Fred Moore, 

The incumbent, Fred Moore, re- 
ceived 40% of the total number of 
votes cast in the earlier election and 
newcomer Ricky Haywood polled 
32%. Three other candidates, D, M. 
English, Jack Lee and Charles 
Marler, split the remaining 28%. 

Only 61% (1349) of the approxi- 
mately 2200 registered voters in the 
City of Elba voted in the previous 
municipal election, 

Some “experts” predict that 
more than 61% will return to the 
polls for the run-off election - some 
predict that a lesser number will 
vote, The latter is usually the nor- 
mal trend, 

In neighboring New Brockton, 
the race for the District 2 seat on 
the council will be decided in a 
run-off between Alma Hornsby and 
Rose Ann Lewis. 

The incumbent, Ralph Medley, 
who was the lead vote getter in the

earlier election, has decided not to 
participate in the run-off, 

Medley polled 52 votes in the 
previous election while Hornsby 
and Lewis each received 32 votes 
causing all three candidates to have 
to run it off, 

Should there be a tie in either of 
the run-off elections mentioned 
above, the tie shall be decided by 
the municipal governing body in 
office at the time of the election. A 
vote for a particular candidate by a 
majority of those council members 
cligible to vote shall be necessary 
to decide the winner of the election.

The keystone of the sacred arch of Christian theology is the doctrine 
of HEAVEN. In the English NT, the word occurs 261 times in some 20 
NT books. Matthew quoted the word "heaven" 70 times from the words 
of Jesus, and the writings of the apostle John record it 83 times. The 
conception dominates the NT. Besides the 261 direct references using 
the term "heaven," there are many other passages, including whole sec- 
tions of the holy scriptures, in which it appears under somewhat differ-

light of his unique relationship to HEAVEN: 


In heaven He was from the beginning. 


From heaven angels announced His birth, 
From heaven angels ministered to Him in Gethsmane and in the

They did this "one on 
one" or should I really say "two on 
ae llos the Bibl 

Speaking of Apollos the Bible 
says, "He began to speak boldly in 
the synagogue. When Priscilla and 
Aquila heard him, they invited him 
to their home and explained to him 
they way of god more adequately." 
Acts 18:26 (NIV). Jesus also used 
this method, some examples can be 
found in His conversation with the 
Samaritan woman and Zaccheus. 

There was a story told to us as a 
student in Seminary of a well known 
pastor who preached very good and 
his church was growing. One day he 
decided to catch up with a young 
boy after church and ask why he had 
not made a decision for Jesus Christ 
yet. He reasoned with himself that 
he had preached the message well to 
the large congregation that included 
the boy and he like others should 
come forward. When he approached 
the boy and asked why he had not 
come forward, his reply was that no 
one had ever told him how to be 
saved! The preacher stopped and 
though for a minute and realized that 
God needed him to go "one on one" 
with this boy for him to fully under- 
stand the gospel as well as expect 
people to hear and respond in a large 
worship service. 

There are many people like the 
young boy who need someone to just 
go "one on one" with them and ex- 
plain the gospel so that they may un- 
derstand Jesus more adequately, In 
order to do this we must remember 
Paul's words to Timothy, "Do your 
best to present yourself to God as 
one approved, a workman who does 
not need to be ashamed and who cor- 
rectly handles the word of truth," II 
Timothy 2:15 (NIV). This week 
make it a priority to go out and have 
a game of gospel "one on one" with 
someone who needs to know more 
about Christ!

Helping Children Succeed In School 


created jobs will require some tech- 
nical training beyond high school. 
Never before in America's history 
has children's success in school been 
so important. School success today 
is a strong predictor of job success 
and economic well-being tomorrow. 

What can be done to help chil- 
dren succeed in school? Here are 
some ideas: 

First, start early. There is evi- 
dence that high-quality preschool 
programs for economically deprived 


children can have lasting, positive 
effects. For example, children who 
had been in the Head Start program/ 
scored higher on reading, math, and’ 
language achievement tests than sim- 
ilar children who hadn't been in the 
program. The Head Start children 
were doing better in elementary 
school, and, during adolescence, had 
fewer antisocial and delinquent ten- 
dencies, and higher rates of gradua- 
tion from high school and employ- 
ment at age 19. Children from more 
advantaged backgrounds seem not to 
respond the same way to early en- 
richment. If these preschoolers are 
pushed to achieve academic expecta- 
tions, they are at risk for greater anx- 
ity, less critical thinking ability, and 
a less positive attitude toward 
school. Thus, children may benefit 
more from preschool or home-based 
learning experiences that emphasize 
play and social relations than those 
which emphasize learning numbers, 
letters or other mental skills, 

Second, pay attention to physical 
factors. Some children don't succeed 
because of poor hearing, poor eye- 
Sight, and various physical illnesses 
or handicaps. One child did poorly 
in school for three years before her 
parents found out the she was seeing 
images upside down. Another child 
was called lazy and stupid by teach- 
ers and classmates until it became 
known he had dyslexia, which caus- 
es reading problems. Before con- 
cluding that a child "isn't trying hard 
enough," it may be worthwhile to 
check if physical problems are pre- 
venting success, 

Third, instill a desire to achieve. 
Some children seem to be bom with 
a desire to succeed; others need a 
fired under their feet. Indeed, there is 
evidence that children inherit some 
of their motivation to work hard, 
The rest is instilled by the positive 
examples of parents, teachers, and 
other influential persons,

Reuben Moguel Wins First Place In Woodworking 
Demonstration At 4-H Contest 


Reuben Moguel, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. William Moguel of New 
Brockton, won first place in the 
Woodworking Demonstration at the 
4-H District Contest in Troy, Ala- 
bama. This is a copy of his winning 
speech on "How to Make a Cypress 
Clock," 

"Hello, my name is Reuben Mo- 
guel from New Brockton, and | 
would like to explain to you how to 
make a cypress clock. I enjoy wood- 
working. This last Christmas, I made 
this cypress clock for my father, 
Since then I have had several re- 
quests for clocks. 

The first piece of material you 
need is the cross section cut of a cy- 
press stump. This section should be 
at Ieast 1 1/2 inches thick and this 
wood needs to cure for about one 
year before using. You can purchase 
these pieces of wood from clock 
companies and different businesses 
in Florida, 

The first step in preparing the 
wood is to take a wood chisel and 
scrape off the outer bark. The second 
Step is to sand the wood, Use an 
electric drill and a sanding disc with 
heavy and then medium sand paper 
to sand the wood. Always think safe- 
ly when using power tools. Use a

face mask to keep tie sanding dust 
Out of your mouth and nose and a 
pair of goggles to protect your eyes, 
Then take a finishing sander and 
sand to a smoother finish to make a 
higher quality product. A litue bit of 
lime with this finishing sander goes 
a long way toward making the clock 
look much better. 

The next thing is look at the wood 
and decide where to place the clock 
pieces. Next, use the drill and a 5/16 
drill bit to drill a hole in the center of 
where to place the clock movement. 
You can use liquid nails to fill any 
large cracks in the piece of wood. 
This can be done by squirting the 
liquid nails into the crack with a 
caulking gun. Do a neat job. After 
the liquid nails harden, I use the fin- 
ishing sander to smooth out the sur- 
face. If you would like, you may 
want lo place some small pebbles in 
the liquid nails like I have done here. 
This must be done while the liquid 
nails are still soft. 

After this, look at the piece of 
wood again and decide just where 
you want the numbers to be placed. 
Take a pencil and mark the Spot on 
the back of the clock where you 
want to place the number 12. Then 
take a hammer and nail a saw tooth 
hanger into place on the back. This 
will allow you to hang the clock on 
the wall securely. The next step is to 
place the numbers on the clock using 
a template to space the correctly, 
Sometumes the numbers may need a 
litle extra glue, Allow this glue to 
dry. Place a piece of plastic under 
the clock to protect your working 
surface from any drips.

Protecting the football is the #1 
priority for a running back and will no doubt get work in days to come. Get- 
ling inside the five-yardline and not scoring is also something that will get 
worked on, The Tigers have had trouble tor a couple of seasons putting 
points on the board when they got down close, and Friday night they tumed 
it Over on downs at the one-yardline, The coaches and players know they 
must put points on the board when they get a chance and I'm sure they will 
give it attention, 

Over on the defensive side of the ledger, the Tigers gave up some yard- 
age on the corners and weren't as strong on the outside as expected. Charles 
Henderson got outside a couple of times for big gains, something the Tigers 
Will have to improve on. In the past couple of years, opponents have had 
Success going wide against the Elba defense, and the ends and corners will 
continue to get challenged until it proves it can't be moved. 

Summing up the win, it may have been one of the most important open- 
ing wins ever for the Tigers. After going 5-5, the coaches wondered out 
loud if the players really knew just what it took to win and if they had the 
confidence to win against a solid opponent. They answered those questions 
Friday night with an exclamation mark!

The Coffee County Commission 
wasted little time in their meeting 
Monday moming. They swept 
through the prepared agenda and got 
right down to the business of signing 
bills. 

Commisioner Sid Averett presid- 
ed over the meeting at the request of 
Commission Chairman Billy Eager- 
ton. Eagerton was unable to attend 
the session. 

Commissioners opened bids, 
heard a plea for an increase in fund- 
ing, and a request that they not con- 
tinue in their endeavor to obtain a re- 
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gional landfill permit. 

Max Hand, director of the Cross 
Trails Regional Library, appeared 
before the commission with a re- 
quest for an increase in funding from 
the county. 

Hand asked that the commission 
budget $15,000.00 to the organiza- 
tion. The commission budgetted 
$5,000 for Cross Trails last year. 

In making his request, Hand not- 
ed that both Elba and Enterprise 
were in the process of moving into 
new facilities. He stated that Elba 
would have most of the equipment 
that it would need but that Enterprise 
was still in need of funds to aquire 
some much needed supplies. 


New Brockton's council meeting touchy

The New Brockton City Coun- 
cil’s final meeting Monday night, be- 
fore the new administration takes 
over, ended on slight note of contro- 
versy. 

After all the regular business mat- 
ters had been addressed by the coun- 
cil, Mayor Jim Driskell polled the 
councilmembers for any matters that 
they might wish to discuss. 

Councilman Charles Cole pre- 
sented a list of equipment that had 
been given to Kathryn Holley, may- 
or-elect, by Police Chief Richard 
Nichols, 

Holley was in attendnace at Mon- 
day nigtit's mcouncil meeting. 

The list was composed of various 
radio, computer and office equip- 
ment that reportedly belonged to 
Chief Nichols and was on loan to the 
New Brockton Police Department. 

According to Nichols, the pur- 
pose of the list was to make Holley 
aware that these items were his per- 
sonal property and did not belong to 
the city, 

Councilman Cole's questions 
were whether or not this equipment 
was donated to the city, was it paid 
for through the city, was it covered 
under the insurance, did the city pay 
for any reepairs to the equipment 
and had any of the items listed been 
removed from the building? 

After a long pause, Mayor Jim 
Driskell said, “We'll have to ask the 
chief because I'm not familiar with 
these things individually. | do know 
that he has a lot of his equipment 
that he’s using.” 

Chief Nichols stated that none of 
the equipment was purchased 
through the city but that it was COv- 
ered under the city’s insurance. 

He stated that 90% of the time the 
equipment was repaired by him 
when it was needed 

The chief also informed Cole that 


some of the equipment had been re- 
moved from the premises, 

Chief Nichols stated that he had 
planned to donate several items on 
the list to the city and sell other of 
the items to the city at a “good 
price”, 

The total price paid for the items 
on list was $9,745.00, 

A lengthy discussion followed on 
why the chief had purchased the 
equipment in the first place, The rea- 
son given was that it was done be- 
cause the equipment was neeed and 
the town did not have the funds 
available, at the time, to purchase it, 

Cole expressed his concern that 
he was not informed of this matter 
prior to Monday night's council 
meeting, 

He also felt that an agreement 
conceming the disposition of this 
equipment, should the need arise, 
should have been made between 
Chief Nichols and the present ad- 
ministration long before now, 

John Marler and Robert Miles, 
councilmen-elect who were also at 
the council meeting, expressed their 
concern that some of the equipment 
being removed my place the town in 
jeopardy, 

They, along with Holley, felt that 
this matter should have been re- 
solved prior to the new administra- 
tion's taking office, 

Mayor Driskell and Chief Nichols 
stated that nothing would be done 
that would jeopardized the welfare 
of any of the town's citizens 


The discussion, along with the 
council meeting, ended with Mayor 
Driskell suggesting that the new ad- 
ministration set down and talk with 
Chief Nichols on the matter. 

In other matters, the council took 
the following action... 

***Mayor Driskell announced the 
present council will meet Wednes- 
day (Sept. 16) to certify Tuesday's 
election results, 

***Approved payment of the 
monthly bills. 

***Agreed to pay the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department $10.00 
per day per prisoner for city prison- 
ers housed in the county jail. 

***Reviewed the zoning mai 
presented by Lenwood Herron wi 
the Southern Research Center. Ap- 
proval was given, with changes, for 
the preparation of the final zoning 
map. 


Hand said that all of the increase 
funding, should the commission 
agree to the request, would remain in 
Coffee County. 

Hand gave two other reasons for 
needing the increase in funding. 

One, was that he was in need of 
new transportation. He said his old 
station wagon was worn out. 

The other reason he gave was 
that the federal government would 
only be paying 50% of his records li- 
brarian’s salary. In the past, the feds 
have been paying the librarian’s total 
salary. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose sug- 
gested that Hand get with County 
Engineer Mark Pool concerning a 
vehicle. He told Hand that Pool 
might be of some assistance in ob- 
taining a car from the state’s surplus 
vehicle lot. 

Commissioners agreed to consid- 
er Hand’s request. 

Annette Griswold, representing 
the Concemed Citizens of Coffee 
County group, addressed the com- 
mission concerning the proposed 
landfill from a “Christian perspec- 
tive.” 

She told commissioners that “we 
must not allow a regional landfill to 
be installed in our beloved county.” 

Quoting from the scriptures, Gris- 
wold told commissioners that “we 
are nearing the ‘Great Trbulation’.” 

She contends that where regional 
landfills are located the air will be- 
come unbreathable, that water un- 
drinkable, and the food uneatable 
due to the contamination of the leak- 
ing landfills, 

“What we wrestle against, and 
this is familiar scripture to all of you, 
is not flesh and blood but spiritual 
wickedness in high place,” Griswold

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Byrd stated that officers seized a 
1974 Ford Maverick during the ar- 
rests and that other property may

Police say that Messick was ar- 
rested on drug charges just two 
months prior to this arrrest and 
charged with possession of marijua- 
na in the first degree. 

Messick and Mosely were both 
placed in the Coffee County Jail in 
New Brockton until bond could be 
posted 

Investigator Byrd said that other 
arrests may be pending as a result of 
the investigation
